KIMIIKIII.Y - A st'rious corn virus disease, believed to 
be caaseil by the wheat streak mosaic virus, has been .

In studies conducted at llic> Univcrsfty of Idaho 
Research and [Extension Center, KlmlKrly, It was found 
that larijc acreages of sweet com planted after June I In 
the Ilutil area are infected.
